On a recent visit to the West coast I asked my husband to interrupt the journey 
go that I could visit the village of Deddington, reason being I wanted to visit 
my grandparents grave in the church cemetery, to see if there were any changes 
and if my grandparents cottage was still standing. My last visit was in 1956 
so I was pleasantly surprised to see that the cottage was still there in good 
order and that the village of Deddington still retained mach of its old world 
charm. 

ring the 1920s my sister and I together with my mother used to visit my. grand~ 
parents, Mr & Mrs W Vinall. We caught the train from London, alighted at the 
nearest station Aynho and walked about a mile and half along a country road 
hedged by Dog Roses and wild flowers to Deddington village. 
My grandparents were living in one of two cottages adjoining a farm in Council 
Street. This, of course, has now been renamed Hopcraft Lene and prior to 
Council Street was School Lene. : 
When my sister and I arrived our first point of call was to a Grocery and Sweet 
shop which was situated at the top of Council Street opposite the cemetery. 
We used to assist my grandmother in getting the water from a pump in the rear 
garden. Toilet facilities were in e shed at the bottom of the garden which. had 
to be emptied frequently by the local council. Lighting by oil lamp end cooking 
py old coal and wood stove. I well remember the milkman whe delivered the milk 
daily by horse and cart, the milk being meesured from a ehurn into a milk jug. 
One of our pleasures wos to see the horse released after the milk round and to 
canter and roll over in a nearby field. Another of our daily tasks was to 
collect mushrooms in a field nearby and fruit from the adjoining orchard. 
Through the extreme kindness of the present owners of the cottage, Mr and Mrs 
G Todd, I was shown eround the cottage and was pleasantly surprised to see the 
water pump still standing. From Mr & Mrs Todd I did learn something of the 
history of the cottages in that they are over 400 years old and now have a 
preservation order. My uncle, Mr G Cotterill, purchased the cottages in 1889 
from Christchurch College, Oxford, anc my grandparents purchased at a later date. 
The visits to my grancparents were always happy occasions, no doubt enhanced by 
my grandfather's home mace wines. 
I would like to tender my thanks to Mr & Mrs Todd for their hospitality on this 
visit. They did mention that in 1983 they First visited the cottages to view 
to purchase and they seemed to sense a happy atmosphere around the area. I do 
not know if old cottages retain such atmosphere — all I can say is of the 
happiness I derived from my childhood visits.

Fortunately both of 
these calls turned ovt to be false alarms, but it could quite easily have been a 
different story. One of the calls could have been a seriovs fire with persons 
trapped, and with us not being able to respond, the occupants would have had to 
wait for the next nearest fire engine to arrive, which covld have been some ten 
or fifteen minutes, and that in turm could have meent that someone could have 
lost their life.

In addition, we have a box of surplus copies which do not add up to a full set. 
If anyone would like any particular issue(s), perhaps to fill the gaps in their 
own sets, please get in touch with us on 38019. We may be able to help. 


AN URGENT PROBINM 

In June, w we reported to the Parish Council that the present system of producing 
The Deddington News could not serve the needs of the community much longer. We 
expressed concern about the age and unreliability of the duplicating machines, 
the heavy costs of servicing them and the difficulty of getting adequate 

supplies of suitable paper in the quantities weneed and at a price we can afford. 


We looked at how other villages produce their newsletters and magazines. Many 
are subsidised. The Deddington News is not. Some consist of 8 small peges. The 
Deddington News is 32 sx 34 large pages. In some areas, the magazine is a 
quarterly: ours comes out 10 times a year. On the other hand, out of the 150 or 
so entered for the i987-€ Village Venture's Competition, we know of only one 

that has not progressed beyond our basic ‘stencil and roll off' system. 


Knowing that replacement was inevible end wishing to provide our readers with a 
good standard of printing, we applied through the Perish Council to the Village 
Trust for funds to enable us G purchase. suitable mechinery,- nothing elaborate 
or fancy, just good enough quality for the purpose. The running costs would 
continue to be financed by advertising and donations so. that The News would 
remain independent and self supporting. We would endeavour tomake the facility 
available to other bona fide users under conditions of strict control and 
accountability. 


However, the Trust is not likely to be operational before May of next year and 
that will be far too late, even if we were foxetate enough to get one of the 
first grants. We have exemined a wide range of machinery and have calculated 
that we need a mimummm of £6,000, a sipsbantiae reduction on our first bid. We 
are applying to the Parish Council for an interest-free, long-term loan of that 
amount. 


We will keep our readers informed of what happens.
